Ono coincidence seems to offer at least 
a' partial explanation of why the question 
of tax reductions la coming up now.

expected to be up for reelection. 

Perhaps common sense coupled with 1 
economic nnd .financial responsibility 
would dictate an increase in taxes, if 
anything.
